MACD  REPORT 
By  Debi  Branuner 


Well  once  again,  I  will  start  my  report  by  letting  you  know  that 
we  have   moved  the  office  again,  January  of  this  year,  to  1  South 
Montana  Avenue.   The  rent  is  much  lower,  the  location  much  nicer, 
situated  right  across  the  street  from  the  Capitol  Building,  this 
is  especially  nice  during  legislative  sessions,  and  we  have  the 
use  of  all  of  the  office  equipment  already  installed  in  the 
building.    (Copier,  kroy  writer,  light  tables,  automatic  folding 
machine,  etc.)   We  also  have  a  conference  room,  a  work  room, 
legal  library,  and  coffee  area  that  are  available  for  our  use. 
Another  plus  for  the  new  office,  is  that  we  have  a  private 
parking  area.   I  would  invite  all  of  you  to  stop  by  anytime  that 
you  are  in  Helena,  the  coffee  pot  is  almost  always  on. 

Other  changes  in  the  office,  we  have  hired  a  part  time  secretary, 

Sherry  Sides,  (Introduce  her).   Sherry  works  primarily  from  12:30 
to  5:00  in  the  afternoon.   We  have  also  purchased  a  computer  this 
year,  it  is  a  Tandy  1000,  and  we  have  found  that  is  has  already 
been  quite  a  time  saver.   We  now  do  all  of  our  own  printing  in 
the  office,  such  as  the  convention  agendas,  the  policy  position 
booklet,  and  convention  proceedings,  etc.   The  computer  has,  in 
our  opinion,  already  saved  monetarily  and  should  not  take  long  to 
pay  for  itself. 

Now  what  have  I  been  doing  this  year  for  the  association'   I  was 
very  busy  this  year  as  it  was  a  legislative  year.   For  the  first 
4  months  of  the  year,  my  time  was  primarily  spent  at  the 
legislature.   We  worked  on  approximately  100  bills,  with  30%  of 
these  dealing  with  Liability,  30%  dealing  with  tax  reform  and  the 
rest  a  mixture  of  water  related,  budget,  administrative,  and  weed 
bills.   We  felt  that  with  your  help  we  had  a  very  successful 
year.   We  were  instrumental  in  getting  about  a  95%  success  rate. 

The  office  provided  weekly  Legislative  Updates  this  year  and  we 
would  like  to  hear  your  comments  on  whether  they  were  useful  or 
not  for  the  next  session,  or  if  you  would  like  to  see  the 
structure  changed'' 

A  couple  of  days  after  the  legislative  session  ended  we  were  on 
our  way  to  Washington  D.C.  for  a  hectic  week  of   visiting,  as  Bob 


has  already  expounded  upon.   We  visited  3S  individuals,  from  the 
congress  to  all  agencies  that  could  have  any  effect  on  district 
issues,  and  as  usual,  we  were  extremely  glad  to  get  home.     I 
might  add  however,  that  the  taxi  trip  that  Bob  talked  about 
wasn't  the  only  excitement,  ask  John  and  Bob  about  the  subway 
escalators . 

That  brings  me  to  about  the  second  week  in  May,  since  that  time, 
I  have  visited  22  districts,  have  been  involved  in  53  meetings 
dealing  with  issues  that  concern  our  association,  attended  the 
Northern  Plains  Regional  meeting,  the  NACD  Leadership  meeting, 
MACD  Area  meeting,  DNRC  Employee  workshops,  and  was  honored  to  be 
a  speaker  on  a  panel  for  the  Wyoming  Association  of  Conservation 
Districts  . 

Other  association  business  has,  I  hope,  improved  internal  and 
external  communications  and  given  the  districts  the  information 
that  they  have  needed  in  a  timely  manner. 

I  might  add  something  about  the  Harsh  Realities  that  our 
association  is  facing  today  also,  some  of  the  issues  that  are 
facing  us  are  not  pleasant  ones,  such  as;  CI  32  (doing  away  with 
all  property  tax),  CI  27  revived,  this  is  an  extremely  hard  issue 
because  as  farmers  and  ranchers  we  are  for  it,  but  as  district 
supervisors  and  employees  we  would  no  longer  have  funding,  -- 
then  there  is  still  liability,  it  is  at  a  standstill,  once  again; 
--  and  funding  at  the  federal  and  state  levels,  a  new  fight, 
yearly  anymore,  to  retain  funding  with  all  the  work  in  our  state 
still  to  be  done  on  the  Food  Security  Act,  let  alone  funding  to 
keep  our  traditional  programs  rolling.   Now,  that's  certainly 
some  very  black  reality  to  swallow  all  at  one  time  and  that's  not 
all  of  it,  so  your  saying  what  possibly  could  be  this  New 
Opportunity?   NOW  IS  THE  TIME  THAT  OUR  GOVERNMENT  IS  LOOKING  AT 
THEIR  PRIORITIES,  --  now  is  the  opportune  time  for  us  to  get 
conservation  education  out  there,  to  let  people  know  the  role 
that  we  play  and  the  importance  of  it.   Now  is  the  right  time  to 
get  conservation  issues  on  the  top  of  the  list  of  priorities. 
This  IS  a  grand  opportunity  for  the  districts  to  get  acquainted 
with  new  government  officials,  that  will  soon  be  our  state's 
leadership,  in  the  next  year  and  to  let  them  know  what  your 
district's  issues  are  as  well  as  who  you  are.   For  example,  loo), 
at  the  role  that  all  of  you  played  in  retaining  the  funding  for 
soil  surveys  in  our  state  this  year,  a  year  when  we  were  all  told 
that  nobodv  would  receive  any  extra  funding  let  alone  keep 
funding  at  the  current  level.   You  took  that  opportunity  to 
educate  your  local  legislators.   Now  is  the  time,  with  new 
leaders  on  the  horizon  to  grasp  that  opportunity  and  utilize  it. 

Well,  now  that  I  have  rambled  on  and  on,  and  hopefully 
communicated  my  enthusiasm  on  the  opportunities  of  today  I  will 
tell  you  that  I  feel  that  you  have  made  1987  a  great  success  and 
you  have  made  me  very  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  MACD,  and  with 
that,  I  will  tell  you  that  I  believe,  together  we  can  make  1988 
even  better.   Thank  You. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT

Bob  Lane  and  Debi  are  going  to  cover  the  nitty-gritty  items--our 
activities  and  accomp i i shment s-- in  the  last  year.  I'm  going  to 
use  my  time  to  be  a  bit  philosophical  about  MACD. 

MACD  IS  a  strong  voice  for  good  soil  conservation.  As 
conservation  district  supervisors,  we  are  listened  to  by  the 
leaders  of  other  organizations,  as  well  as  state  and  national 
policy  makers  and  political  leaders.  But  every  day  we  must  re- 
earn  their  respect.  We  don't  have  the  leisure  of  resting  on  our 
past  accomplishments. 

When  Bob  and  Debi  tell  you  what  di s t r i c t s--what  you've  done--I 
want  you  to  remember  that  any  advances  MACD  has  made  are  because 
of  the  hard  work  of  supervisors,  directors,  and  committee 
cha 1 rmen . 

The  strength  of  MACD  comes  from  individual  supervisors  tackling 
an  issue. . .charting  a  course. . .and  making  something  happen.  Our 
strength  comes  from  action.  We--you — are  out  finding  ways  to 
improve  the  landscape  of  Montana  by  putting  conservation  on  the 
ground . 

Especially  in  the  last  year,  I  delegated  more  responsibility  and 
authority  to  the  staff,  directors  and  chairmen.  This  brings  two 
benefits  to  MACD: 

First,  it  broadens  the  voice  of  MACD.  It  allows  us  to  help  set 
agendas  for  issues  on  soil  conservation.  There  were  more  of  us 
being  heard . 

Secondly,  it  expands  our  capacity  to  listen.  To  learn  how  MACD 
can  change  and  improve  its  performance. 

My  role  as  your  president  was  similar.  I  represented  MACD  at 
gatherings  in  Montana,  at  regional  sessions  on  soil  conservation, 
and  at  the  national  level.  It's  a  time  consuming  job;  I 
estimated  that  one-third  of  my  time  in  the  last  two  years  was 
spent  on  the  road  representing  MACD  and  you. 

The  last  two  years--from  my  vantage  point--have  been  great.  And 
I  have  you  to  thank  you  for  that--espec lal ly  those  who  became  a 
valuable  support  system  like  Bob,  Debi  and  the  MACD  directors  and 
chairmen.  The  combination  of  those  people  with  supervisors 
across  the  state  are  the  reason  why  MACD  is  strong. 

Now  IS  not  the  time  to  rest.  These  are  perhaps  the  most  dynamic 
times  for  conservation  districts  since  the  1930's.  Let's  review 
how  we  can  strengthen  MACD  and  become  a  intricate  part  of  the 
future.  That  means  choosing  actions  that  are  most  appropriate. 
And  then  make  a  committment  to  getting  the  job  done ...  put t ing 
conservation  on  Montana's  landscape. 


VICE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 
By  Robert  Lane 


It  has  been  an  interesting  year  for  me,  serving  as  Vice 
President.  Your  directors.  recognizing  that  I'll  need  aJl  the 
help  that  I  can  get  in  the  comma  year.  sent  Debi  and  I  to 
Albany,  New  York  in  August  to  attend  the  NACD  Leadership 
Conference.  There  were  several  dynamic  speakers  and  workshops  to 
give  pointers  on  building  coalitions,  priority  setting  -  long 
range  planning,  running  a  good  district  meeting,  how  to  get  good 
men  and  women  to  volunteer  to  serve  on  district  boards,  and  above 
all;  how  important  it  is  "NOT  TO  WASTE  THE IP  TIME".  There  was  a 
work  packed  agenda  built  into  the  three  days  of  meetings;  however 
they  found  enough  time  for  all  of  us  to  relax  and  meet  new  people 
and  also  to  take  in  some  of  the  local  sites.  The  local  district 
sponsored  a  barbecue  and  toui  at  the  Saratoga  Stud  Farm.  We  were 
all  introduced  to  Nycross.  a  champion  trotting  stallion,  worth 
$40  million.  It  looked  to  me  like  he  was  enjoying  an  extremely 
good  life.  It  was  a  very  good  conference  that  I  hope  will  help 
me  to  better  represent  our  association.  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  for  this  opportunity.  I  might  also  add  that  the  1988  NACD 
Leadership  meeting  will  be  held  in  Montana,  we  will  be  hearing 
more  on  the  time  and  place  at  a  later  date. 

This  past  winter  President  Durban  appointed  me  to  the  NACD  Great 
Plains  Committee.  The  summer  meeting  was  held  in  July,  in 
Bismarc}.,  North  Dakota.  The  Great  Plains  Program  covers  518 
counties,  40  of  these  counties  are  in  eastern  Montana.  There  are 
5,600  contracts  in  the  region,  covering  16  million  of  the  400 
million  acres  of  crop  and  range  land  in  the  Great  Plains  Region. 
As  with  ail  programs,  they  are  short  of  funding,  and  the  10  year, 
legislative  extension  of  the  program  is  due  to  run  out  in  1991. 
The  committee,  with  the  help  of  Bob  Raschke,  are  enlisting 
support  of  legislators  to  draft  a  bill  extending  the  program, 
hopefully  to  the  year  20C1.  The  Great  Plains  program  has  been  a 
very  useful  tool  in  controlling  erosion  on  both  crop  and  range 
1  and  . 

Also  this  past  May,  we  spent  a  busy  five  days  m  Washington  D.C. . 
We  called  on  people  who  are  instrumental  in  supporting  the 
conservation  movement.  We  visited  with  people  in  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  we  talked  with  USDA  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  George  Dunlop,  ASCS  Chief.  Milton  Hertz.  USPS  Chief, 
Dale  Robertson,  and  several  SCSer ' s  --  Chief  Wilson  Scaling, 
Galen  Bridge,  and  Francis  Lumm .  We  were  also  fortunate  to  see 
Congressmen  Jamie  Whitten,  Ron  Marlene  Senator  Melcher,  and 
•Senator  Quentin  Burdick  of  North  Dakota.  Senator  Burdick  is  the 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Appropriation  Subcommittee  on  Agriculture. 
We  also  met  with  legislative  aides  of  our  other  two  Congressmen, 
and  of  several  other  congressmen  and  senators  who  have 
influential  positions  on  Agriculture  appropriation  committees. 
Senator  Melcher 's  aides  remarked  that,  "KACD  had  done  a  whaJe  of 
a  job,  making  congress  aware  of  conservation  problems  facing  SCS 
and  conservation  districts".   In  our  meetinos  with   the  US  Forest 


Service  and  the  Department  of  Interior's  personnel,  we  kept 
stressing  the  need  for  their  cooperation  with  districts  in 
controlling  weeds  on  federal  lands.  We  also  met  with  the  NACD 
staff,  Ernest  Shea,  Executive  Vice  President  and  Steve  Meyer,  who 
is  now  the  Director  of  Governmental  Affairs,  who  filled  us  in  on 
what  was  taking  place  with  NACD's  efforts  on  the  Hill.  It  was  an 
exhausting  5  days  and  I  would  like  to  compliment  Debi  for  doing 
and  exceptional  job  of  scheduling  appointments  with  some  very 
busy  people  and  keeping  us  on  time  for  our  appointments.  Once  in 
a  while,  we  would  have  to  split  up  to  cover  all  of  the  bases. 
It's  amazing  how  little  some  of  the  people  that  we  saw  knew  about 
the  problems  being  addressed  by  conservation  districts — 
especially  since  a  lot  of  them  originated  due  to  the  legislation 
produced  in  Washington  D.C.  It  is  hard  to  quantify  the  results 
of  our  yearly  visits,  but  we  do  know,  that  congress  passed  a 
supplemental  appropriation  bill  and  that  Montana  received  a 
better  than  average  share  of  the  money.  Our  visits,  along  with 
the  forceful  lobbying  of  NACD  as  well  as  the  letters  that 
individual  supervisors  wrote,  I'm  sure,  helped  educate  the 
members  of  congress  for  the  need  of  additional  funding. 

John  and  I  also  found  that  an  ordinary  taxi  ride  can  be  an 
exciting  adventure,  or  maybe,  alarming,  would  be  more  accurate! 

HARSH  REALITIES  -  NEW  OPPORTUNITIES:  One  thing  you  are  all  well 
aware  of,  is  that  our  association  and  your  districts  are  coping 
with  a  changing  environment,  both  social  and  technological.  The 
economics  of  our  state,  soil  erosion,  water  quality  encroachment 
on  water  and  property  rights;  these  are  certainly  harsh 
realities.   Where  are  the  opportunities,  in  these  realities'' 

We  have  to  look  at  the  past  for  a  moment,  I  think'  Not  many 
would  have  given  much  chance  for  success  in  getting  additional 
funding  for  weed  control  or  soil  surveys  from  the  recent 
legislature.  Receiving  that  funding  was  the  result  of  a  variety 
of  organizations  and  agencies,  that  were  helping  each  other  to 
attain  a  common  goal.  Coalition  building  -  they  called  it  at  the 
Leadership  Conference.  Headwater  RC&D's,  Mary  Seccombe  and  Ted 
Dodge;  with  the  help  of  our  association  and  other  ag 
organizations  in  the  state;  can  be  very  proud  of  their  efforts. 
With  this  in  mind,  remember,  Montana  can  demonstrate  our 
seriousness  in  our  commitment  to  the  conservation  ethic  by 
funding  programs  with  ever  shrinking  financial  resources.  It 
adds  credibility  to  our  testimony  in  Washington.  It  also  helps 
Glen  Loomis  and  his  agency  as  they  work  to  secure  more  staff 
people  to  address  the  conservation  problems  in  our  state.  It 
also  helps  our  association,  that  Mr.  Loomis  has  such  good 
connections  back  in  D.C. 

Another  opportunity  that  we  must  grasp:  we  need  to  make  the 
public  aware  of  the  problems  that  we  are  facing  as  an 
organization  committed  to  conserving  our  natural  resources.  The 
public  needs  to  become  much  more  knowledgeable  of  the  benefits  to 
them,  by  utilizing  soil  and  water  conservation,  weed  control,  and 
the  clean  water  act.  I'm  sure  that  most  urban  residents  are  not 
very  aware  of  the  threat   that   noxious   weeds   pose   to  wildlife

habitat,  or  the  benefits  derived  by  soil  and  water  conservation 
on  ranches  and  farms  as  welj.  as  the  benefits  for  fish  and 
wildlife. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  local  legislators  and  commissioners  were 
invited  to  our  convention  was  to  make  them  aware-  of  the  purpose 
of  conservation  districts  and  gain  their  support,  but  really  that 
awareness  begins  with  each  of  you  and  your  local  boards.  Let's 
expand  on  our  communications  with  our  county  and  state  ieaders-- 
appointed  and  elected. 

The  Clean  Water  Act  and  more  specifically  Section  319,  will 
undoubtedly  impact  many  districts.  According  to  a  report  issued 
by  the  Water  Quality  Bureau,  agriculture  accounts  for  46%  of  the 
non-point  pollution  in  our  state.  I  would  hope  that  conservat loi' 
districts  would  have  a  major  role  in  finding  solutions  to  these 
probierris.  In  our  visit  with  Jim  Meek,  at  EPA  in  Washington,  he 
thouaht  conservation  districts  should  be  the  logical  organization 
to  handle  the  Act.  Districts  in  several  states,  are  the  lead 
aqency,  but  in  Montana  it  is  the  Department  of  Health  and  DNRC  in 
cooperation  with  selected  Conservation  Districts.  We  did  discuss 
enforcement  of  the  act  with  Mr.  Meek,  and  he  assured  us  that 
implementation  would  not  be  through  regulation  but  through 
voluntary  involvement  in  the  program. 

One  immediate  change  affecting  your  association  is  changing 
Leadership.  John  Teigen,  has  worked  tirelessly  for  our 
organization  these  past  four  years:  two  years  as  Vice  President 
and  two  years  as  President.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  and  his 
truck  are  both  probably  tireless  by  now i i '  We  are  very  grateful 
for  the  time,  effort,  and  leadership  that  you  have  given  this 
association.  You  are  going  to  be  a  very  hard  act  to  follow, 
John,  but  with  the  help  of  Debi,  Lorents,  Sherry,  the  directors, 
and  the  association  members  we  wall  make  the  most  of  the 
opportunities  presented  to  us.  WE  WILL  OVERCOME  THE  HARSH 
REALITIES'   Than:-,  you  very  much. 


AG  IN  MONTANA  SCHOOLS 
By  Nina  Baucus ,  President 

I  am  you  state  president  for  Ag  in  Montana  Schoc'.s.  We  have  been 
working  very  hard  this  past  year  and  I  would  like  to  do  ju'^t  a 
real  quick  report  for  yn'U  on  what  we  have  been  doing.  We  were 
asked  by  teachers  a  year  ago  to  please  put  a  treasure  chest  into 
every  school  in  tlie  state.  We  couldn't  quite  cover  ever  school 
at  this  point,  because  financially  we  do  not  have  the  money,  but 
we  have  been  working  on  putting  one  in  every  school  in  the  state 
with  20  or  more  children  grades  K-8.  The  material  is  in  those 
schools  at  this  time.  This  is  over  50C  schools  in  Montana  that 
have  your  material  in  them  right  now  along  with  beef  material, 
pork  material,  and  egg  material,  they  are  soon  going  to  have 
some   mushrooms,   and   anything   else   we   can   find  dealing  with 
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agriculture.  We  were  really  excited  when  Brad  Anseth  gave  us 
your  book  a  "A  Century  of  Action".  We  thought  it  was  great  and 
it  has  gone  into  the  treasure  chest  and  is  in  the  schools  of 
Montana.  The  teachers  in  Montana,  when  they  took  one  look  at  it 
absolutely  loved  it.  They  need  Montana  history  resource 
material,  and  what  you  put  together  was  exactly  what  they 
wanted,  and  they  wanted  to  know  why  they  haven't  been  able  to 
find  it  before.  Through  AMS  we  have  gotten  it  to  them  now.  I 
understand  this  morning  or  yesterday,  the  Auxiliary  for  the  Soil 
Conservation  Districts  voted  to  give  AM.S  $200  towards  the 
purchase  of  your  "Conserving  Soil  Set",  which  is  a  whole  set  of 
books  dealing  with  soil  conservation.  We  are  really  excited 
about  it.  We  have  looked  at  the  set.  We  want  them,  the  teachers 
who  have  reviewed  them  want  them  in  the  schools  and  in  the 
treasure  chest.  Two  hundred  dollars  isn't  going  to  purchase  650 
of  them,  but  it  will  go  along  way.  If  any  conservation  district 
by  itself  here  would  like  to  donate  money  to  buy  enough  for  the 
schools  in  your  district  we  will  take  your  money.  We  will  take 
any  money  we  can  get.  We  understand  that  you  do  have  educational 
funds  in  each  district  and  this  would  be  a  really  good  way  to  use 
those  funds  and  get  your  material  to  the  kids. 

The  Kiwanas  club  in  Great  Falls  came  to  us  in  January  and  said 
"We  understand  that  the  Treasure  Chest  is  one  of  the  things  you 
use.  Can  we  build  chest  for  you  as  a  public  service  project?" 
They  challenged  other  Kiwanas  clubs  across  the  state  so  we  have 
quite  a  few  of  the  chests,  not  all  of  them,  but  the  FFA  chapters 
in  Montana  and  some  of  the  4-H  clubs  are  building  the  rest  of  the 
ches  t  . 

In  talking  about  the  class  a  year  ago,  last  spring  we  had  an 
essay  contest  for  grades  7-11.  The  winners,  there  were  23  from 
across  the  state  spent  one  week  here  on  campus  looking  at  ag 
related  careers.  Those  kids  had  a  ball.  They  did  the  actual  lab 
testing  of  vitellus  cows,  they  took  the  information  and  went  back 
to  the  computers  and  figured  out  rations  for  those  cows.  They 
did  not  get  to  get  their  hands  in  an  actual  autopsy,  but  they  did 
get  into  a  video.  So  we  brought  the  kids  down  here,  and  then  the 
teachers  said  we  want  to  come  to  campus  and  do  the  same  thing. 
we  have  gotten  a  grant  at  this  time  for  part  of  the  money  and  we 
will  be  bringing  at  least  25  teachers  at  the  Junior  High  -  High 
School  level  to  campus  in  June  to  work  in  a  hands-on  ag  career 
workshop . 

We  now  have  three  manuals.  We  started  out  with  the  4th  grade, 
because  that  was  what  we  were  told  nationally  to  target.  Pretty 
soon  we  had  teachers  saying,  "I'm  teaching  7th  or  5th  or  6th  or 
4th  or  3rd,  how  come  I  don't  have  one'"  So  we  now  have  a  7th  and 
8th  grade  manual  out,  which  is  strictly  teaching  aid  material. 
It  is  not  curriculum  it  is  just  teaching  aid.  We  also  have 
kindergarten  through  3rd  grade.  The  teachers  have  reviewed  the 
4th  grade  information  and  decided  it  is  not  strictly  fourth 
grade,  but  kind  of  covers  the  intermediate  grades  which  are  4th, 
through  6th,  so  we  basically  have  teaching  guides  to  work  with 
teaching  aid  material  for  K-8  in  the  school  systems  across  the 
state.   All  of  them-- right  now. 
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The  income  tax  checkoff  ;-ias  been  an  interesting  problem.  We  have 
had  some  difficulty  getting  our  money  oack.  The  money  is 
t  echni  ca  1  ly  not  ours.  PeopJe  donate  money  '.o  the  Ag  in  Montana 
Schools  proyram  through  their  staiie  income  ta:-:  check  off  on  the 
form.  Tlxat  money  goe'.-  in:.o  an  account  in  the  Ao  deciartment.  then 
we  have  to  make  a  grant  application  to  fw^  ag  department  to  get 
the  money  back  out.  We  have  to  present  tht^-n.  with  '.he  hiJis  before 
they  will  give  us  the  money.  We  are  curren'.  ly  trying  to  get  this 
process  simplified. 

NACD  REPORT

Vanisko  discussed  the  dues  structure  of  NACD  arid  the  necessity  of 
increasing  dues  to  enable  NACD  to  function  in  a  more  positive 
manner,  to  get  some  of  the  jobs  done.  There  are  five  aiea 
offices  across  the  United  States,  and  it  takes  approximately  GG- 
70  thousand  to  run  each  office,  and  then  the  office  m  EiC  costs 
approximately  250  t.tiousand  a  year  plus  all  the  other  expense?;. 
The  new  building  is  not  being  funded  with  .my  monies  received 
from  dues.  The  ft-inds  are  being  donated,  a  bank  in  Texas  gave 
NACD  a  gift  of  a  house.  NACD  ended  up  with  $110  thoiisand  from 
the  house,  that  they  pur,  with  other  donations  they  had  received 
and  used  these  funds  for  a  down  payment  on  the  new  cffice.  .Most 
of  the  donations  have  been  received  from  jr^rivate  individuals. 
Brochures  have  been  sent  out  soliciting  donations. 

The  newsletter  fcirmat  was  changed  because  it  wasn't  felt  the  old 
format  was  accomplishing  the  goals  set.  The  mformiation  on  what 
was  happening  in  local  districts  was  okay,  as  those  items  dealt 
with  things  that  had  already  been  accomplished.  The  problem  was 
that  the  districts  were  not  getting  current  information  on  what 
was  happening  on  the  hill  m  DC.  That  is  why  the  districts  will 
be  getting  a  first  class  letter  every  week,  and  once  a  month 
another  larger  publication.  There  will  also  be  a  substantial 
savings  financially  with  the  new  format. 

NACD  has  a  new  phone  number,  all  districts  should  have  received 
a  card  m   the  mail  with  the  current  information  on  it. 

NOTE:  John  discussed  the  importance  of  getting  to  know  local 
legislators,  and  presenting  local  conservation  problems  with  them 
as  often  as  necessary  to  get  needed  actions.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  -  1987 
BRIDGER  PLANT  MATERIAL  CENTER 

By  John  Vanisko 

During  1987  the  Bridger  PMC  evaluated  4,800  different  plants. 
These  evaluations  were  made  at  seven  locations  --  Bridger  PMC; 
Rock  Springs,  Wyoming;  Greybull,  Wyoming;  Pinedale,  Wyoming; 
Whitehall,  Montana;  Rapeije,  Montana;  and  Missoula,  Montana. 

The  purpose  of  these  plantings  was  to  find  better  adapted  and 
more  productive  plants  for  improving  rangelands,  saline  seep 
reclamation,  mined  land  reclamation  and  for  windbreaks  and 
shel terbel t s . 

In  1986,  3,550  pounds  of  foundation  seed  of  seven  different 
released  varieties  of  grasses  and  shrubs  were  produced.  This 
seed  is  sent  to  seedgrowers,  principally  in  Montana  and  Wyoming, 
to  grow  certified  seed.  Seed  growers  in  Montana  grew  an 
estimated  204,000  pounds  of  certified  seed  from  foundation  seed 
of  varieties  developed  at  the  Bridger  PMC.  Wyoming  growers 
produced  50,000  pounds  of  certified  seed  of  these  same  varieties. 

An  additional  800  pounds  of  seed  were  grown  at  the  Bridger  PMC 
and  shipped  in  1986  to  conservation  districts  for  field 
plantings.  These  plantings  evaluate  the  usefulness  of  new  plants 
under  actual  use  conditions  on  farms  and  ranches. 

The  PMC  produced  and  shipped  1,700  trees  and  shrubs  for  testing 
m  windbreaks,  she  1 ter be  1 1 s ,  and  wildlife  plantings. 

During  1986,  seed  and  plants  were  shipped  to  206  cooperators;  120 
shipments  have  been  made  thus  far  in  1987. 
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The  PMC  Board  of  Managers  produced  8  acres  of  foundation  "Tiber" 
winter  wheat  under  contract  with  Montana  State  University.  The 
yield  was  84  bushe 1 s-per -ac re .  The  contract  prices  is  J1.50  per 
bushel  above  the  highest  market  price  between  harvest  and  January 
1.  1988. 

New  cooperative  projects  were  started  with  Yellowstone  and 
Glacier  National  Parks.  The  major  emphasis  of  these  projects  is 
to  develop  seed  production  and  plant  propagation  techniques  for 
species  within  the  Parks.  The  Parks  can  then  contract  with 
commercial  sources  for  the  production  of  seed  and/or  plants  they 
need  for  revegetation  work  within  the  Parks.  The  information 
obtained  from  these  projects  will  also  be  used  in  the  Center's 
project  to  evaluate  plant  materials  adapted  to  the  mountains  and 
foothills  of  western  Montana  and  western  Wyoming. 

Another  new  project  started  in  1987  is  a  cooperative  project 
with  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation.  We  are  evaluating  the  potential 
of  SIX  grass  species  to  revegetate  the  fluctuating  shorelines  of 
Lake  Elweli,  behind  Tiber  Dam.

As  of  June  1,  1987  I  have  taken  over  the  billing  for  this 
insurance  program.  Debi  Brammer  had  been  handling  this  from  the 
office  in  Helena,  and  it  just  got  to  be  to  much  paperwork,  so  I 
agreed  to  take  it  over  and  do  the  billing  and  handle  the 
administration  of  this  account.  Zena  Holiday  has  been  working 
with  me  and  done  the  majority  of  the  work  on  this  account.  1 
thank  Zena  for  all  the  work  she  has  done. 

Since  we  took  the  program  over  in  June  the  quarterly  income  has 
run  about  28-29  thousand.  We  have  paid  $36  per  year  to  your  MACD 
state  office.  They  received  $540  the  first  quarter  $718,  the 
second  quarter,  and  this  fourth  quarter  $639.  My  office  charges 
only  for  our  actual  supply  expenses  for  administering  this 
account . 
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Claims  ratio  has  gone  from  87%  last  year  to  71%  this  year.  The 
group  policy  will  be  renewed  in  April  in  1988.  The  program  is 
available  to  Cooperators,  and  Associate  Members,  not  just 
supervisors  and  employees.   The  plan  is  very  competitive.
